the Reports<f the Cuptain Superintendent of 
Pulice for the years 1899 to 1992; o carofnl 
perusal of the statements and figures therein 
contained would soon justify the assertions 
contained in this paragraph concerning this 
force, ‘Ihe numerical strength of the Police 
Force has been increased since the 17th April, 
1:99, from 680 to 919 at the end of 1902. 
Concerning the improvement and anugmenta- 
tion of the District Watchmen force, it is true 
that between the years 1897 and 1903 the 
numerical strength had only been slightly 
increased, fron 66 to 74, but it must be 
borne in mind that this force is ouly an adjanct 
force and kept up entirely by the voluntary 
subscriptions of ih» Chinese ratepayers. This 
force has bzen re-organised and is now central- 
ised in one building under the supervision of a 
resident European sergeant of tbe Police 
Force. I may add that asa precautionary 
measure a de ective branch consisting of 10 
members has already been sanctioned and is 
soon to be added to this force. ie. 

In dealing with the point of the stern sup- 
pression of secret societies I think [ cannot do 
betler than by quoting certain extracts from 
the Reports of the Captain Superintendent. of 
Police for the years 1899 and 19v0, In the 
report of 1899 under the heading of “Triad 
Society” the following paragraph appears :— 
“7. This Society became very active in the New 
Territory during the summer, the object of 
the leading ‘members being : 
t» enrich themselves at the expense of law- 
abiding people. Subscriptions for the Society 
were freely demanded to support, as the victims 
were niade to believe, a rebellion against the 
British, and ihreats were used when other meats 
to obtain money failed.
